While the note is an appeal to the 
United Stutes to place her influence 
on the side of Germany, this govern­ 
in' nt is contem plating no action as a 
result of it. 
It feels that it has done all it can 
do to prevent the present situation. 
The adm inistration now is giving 
consideration to dem ands in the sen­ 
ate for w ithdraw al of the American 
observer of the reparations commis- 
sion, Rowland W. Boyden, but a def­ 
inite decision has not been reached. 
After denying the French right un­ 
der the treaty of Versailles to invade 
the Ruhr, the German 
note 
which 
was delivered to the alate departm ent 
last night, thus announces the policy 
of Germ any during the occupation: 
"The German governm ent herewith 
extends a protest against the oppres­ 
sion applied toward Germany in a 
contradiction to the treaty and inter­ 
national law. 
The German govern­ 
ment does not intend to meet violence 
with violence, nor to 
reply 
to the 
breach of the treaty with a w ithdraw ­ 
al of the treaty. 
However, as long as 
the state of affairs contrary to the 
treaty exists, Germany is not in a po­ 
sition to make actual reparations to 
th* se powers who have brought about 
this state of affairs."

Despite the argument that m ilitarism may la* built up a* a 
response to som e other country*! increase in naval strength, it must 
Ip* borne in mind that a navy is a defensive, not an offensive wea- 
I on. 
The development of m ilitarism , or large 
arm ies, 
because 
som e other country is building up its navy is nut excusable when 
the facts are all in. 
N avalism represent* a eountrys attitude to 
national defense, m ilitarism indicates a policy that holds within it 


<".11 implied threat of conquest. 
Because a navy is a defensive weapon it is unw ise for any na­ 
tion to allow its fle< I to become depleted or obsolete so long as .IV 
cr nations are holding m ultitudes o f men under arms, so that, at 
i n\ time, they may be turned against a people who happens to pro- 
voke anger thiough some international decision. 
Of course it would be splendid if w e could scrap the ships as 
it would be line if we could save the cont of a police departm ent, 
hut while such decisions would be sple ndid and fine in given con­ 
ditions, tinny conditions have not yet arrived. 
When human na­ 
ture becomes perfect we w >n*it need any laws, and a society that 
needs not law will not require officer* to enforce laws that arr in 
lunger necessary. 
This is obviously true of the wider relations b e­ 
tween nation and nation. 
B ut ho long as condition* are what thee 
;av, they mufcit be taken for what they a le, and not as idealist ic, 
which they are not. 
Secretaries Dcnby and Roosevelt should have the backing of 
A m ericans in their demand that the navy Im* kept up to 
the 
I es; 
standard o f I iii; age, while these continue to hope that by sensible 
adjustm ents, and an improvement in the t em per of the people vs, the 
navies of the world may lie reduced to ►lie limit of a police force 
that will police the world, and give aid in tim e o f need, a s our Hee.

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OUR AMERICAN NAVY 


B u t recently the American navy was used for th e p u r p o se tho! 
reflects credit upon (he United States. Thousands el (.reeks, d riv ­ 
en from their homes by the victorious advance of tho I licks, were 
huddled together at the w ater’s edge awaiting an opportunity to 
escape J rom the threat of brutal treatment that was hanging over 
their heads, and chese were taken aboard American war vessels, 
where they were given every attention and then conveyd to points 
of safety. 
At this time, when those who are interested iii conserving the 
world’s peace, are in many cases seeking to obstruct any measures 
th a t are taken to hold'the navy at a'high point oI 
efficiency, 
ii 
would be well for citizens to correctly appraise a navy's values and 
uses. 
Despite the argument that militarism may be built up as a 
response to some other country’s increase iii naval strength, it must 
b” borne in mind that a navy is a defensive, not an offensive wea­ 
pon. 
The development of militarism, or largo 
armies, 
because 
some other country is building up its navy is not excusable when 
the facts are all in. 
Navalism represents a country* attitude to 
national defense, militarism indicates a policy that holds within it 
an implied threat of conquest. 
Because a navy is a defensive weapon it is unwise for any na­ 
tion to allow its fleet to become depleted or obsolete so long as of h- 
er nations are holding multitudes of men under arms, so that, at 
anytim e, they may be turned against a people who happens to pro­ 
voke anger through some international decision. 
Of course it would be splendid if we could scrap the ships as 
it would be fine if we could save the cost of a police department, 
but while such decisions would be splendid and fine in given con­ 
ditions, thosy conditions have not yet arrived. 
When human na­ 
ture becomes perfect we won't need any laws, and a society that 
needs not law will not require officers to enforce laws that are no 
longer necessary. This is obviously true of the* w ider relations be­ 
tween nation and nation. But so long as conditions are what they 
;y*e, they musk be taken for what they ale, and not as idealistic, 
which they are net. 
Secretaries Pcnby and Roosevelt should have the backing of 
Americans in their demand that the navy be kept up to the best 
standard of this age, while these continue to hope that by sensible 
adjustments, and an improvement in the temper of the peoples, the 
navies of the world may be reduced to the limit of a police force 
that will police the world, and give aid in time of need, as our fleet, 
did recently in the Near East.
